RESOLUTION 

New Delhi , the 14 th October 1970 

No. FA(\9)/BRDB/Pro}./64 . — The question of bringing 
down the cost of departmental construction of roads entrust- 
ed to the General Reserve Engineer Force has been under con- 
sideration of the Government for some time. This has 
assumed added importance on account of general increase in 
cost both of labour and material. It has, therefore, been 
decided that a thorough examination should be undertaken 
by a Committee constituted as indicated below, of the various 
factors which are responsible for the present cost of construc- 
tion and maintenance of border roads by the GREF and ^ to 
suggest measures to bring it down, as far as possible, with- 
out sacrificing speedy execution or the efficiency of work.

TERMS Of REFERENCE 

The Committee will examine and report on 

(a) whether having due regard to the conditions pre- 
vailing in the border areas, the cost of construction 
and maintenance of roads by Border Roads Orga- 
nisation ate reasonable. If not, what are the factors 
contributing to the high cost 7 Are they compara- 
ble to the cost of construction and maintenance of 
comparable roads by Other agencies like P.W.D. ? 


(b) What are the measures— temporary and long-term — 
which can be taken to reduce the cost of construc- 
tion and maintenance of roads. In this connection 
it may be specifically examined how far the cost 
can be reduced by better and firm forward pro- 
gramming. improved material management, decreas- 
ed dependence on mechanical equipment where the 
operational co^t of the equipment is heavy and by 
reduction in overheads and administrative expendi- 
ture. 

fc) Whether the assumptions/bases on which the latest 
DO HR Schedule of Rates have been framed and 
the practice of adding percentages thereto are 
reasonable ? The correctness of each of these 
assumptions/bases may be examined with reference 
to variable data. Should these rates be prescribed 
on all-India basis or regionally ? At what intervals 
should they be revised ? 

(d) Whether there is under-employment of GREF 
resources — manpower as well as equipment— at any 
time of the year and if so, what measures would the 
Committee suggest to eliminate/reduce it ? 

(e) Whether the existing set up of Task Forces (both 
for formation cutting and maintenance) is suitable 
or any changes can be made to achieve economies 
without any adverse effect on the quality of output 

(f) The Committee may consider measures and make 
recommendations for continuous review of expendi- 
ture and performance during the course of actual 
construction for ensuring that most economical 
methods are used and fullest possible utilisation of 
available resources is made. 

The Headquarters of the Committee will be at New Delhi 
but it may visit such places as may be necessary in connec- 
tion with its work. 

The Committee will commence work immediately and 
submit its report within six months.
